radiation source. The dolly can be 
positioned over either of two deep 
wells in the base of the container 
in which materials to be exposed 
will be placed. 


“The cobalt, equalling in volume 
approximately the contents of a 
haif-pint bottle. will serve as a 
constant radiation source for the 
study of the radiation chemistry 
of water... aqueous solutions and 
other materials of industrial and 
biological interest.” gccording to 
Dr. Harold A. Dewhurst, research 
associate in the Notre Dame pro 
ject 

At prewar prices. $6,000,000 
worth of redium would have been 
required to produce the radiation 
provided by the vial of the cobalt 
isotope received at Notre Dame 
The strength of the radiation 
source is measured by the “curie” 
—& scale equivalent to a gram of 
radium. Thus, the Notre Dame 
shipment of 328 curies of the co- 
balt isotope is equal in strength 
to 328 grams of radium. 

Due to the developments in the 
peacetime applications of atomic 
energy. such radiation sources as 
the cobalt isotope can now be made 
availabie to researchers at reason- 
abie cost by the Atomic Commis 
$10n 

In order to produce such materi- 
al with a high rate of radicactivity 
a nuclear reactor or “atomic pile” 
is employed.

“Every one has a right to his own opinion, but no one has a 
right to be wrong in relation to facts’’—Bernard Baruch. 


ERNARD Baruch, the brilliant scholar of New York, the ad- 
| viser of presidents, was not thinking of the Bible when he 
| wrote those words, but they have greater application to Biblical 
\interpretation than anything else. 


That the private judgment way of interpreting Scripture can- 

‘not produce conviction, but only opinion, is clear from the fact 
\that the founders of hundreds of religious sects, claiming the 
are in mutual conflict concerning the 
meaning of many Biblical texts. 


There are certain fundamental facts about the Bible, and 
|particularly about the New Testament, which should be known 
before we attach any importance whatsoever to it. For instance, 
'Christ did not write a line of Holy Scripture nor did He order His 
| Apostles to write anything, and only a few did write. 
In what people term the Golden Era of Christianity, the era 
of martyrs, not a single Christian had seen the complete New 
'Testament; hence it could not have been their Rule of Faith 
Not until the end of the fourth century was any Christian

Its lessons hold good | 
évery week, every day. A good way in which to learn these les- | 


sons is to use Bible Week as a time to start Bible Discussion Clubs | 
for adults. 

What is a Bible discussion club? For that matter, what is a| 
discussion club? 


As developed by the Confraternity of Christian Doctrine 


since the early 1930's, a discussion club is an informal group of | 
eight to 12 adults. The group meets an hour a week for eight | 
weeks, usually in homes of various members, in Fall and Spring. | 


They can be people from the same neighborhood, people who) 
work in the same factory or office, people who bowl or bridge | 


together. 

Each group has a leader. His job is not to teach but simply 
to lead the discussion, keep it on the point at hand, see that each 
member gets a chance to talk. Everybody has a copy of an in- 


expensive booklet fitted up with questions and other aids to, 


discussion. Members take turns reading part of the text, then 
discuss its meaning and its application to life and living in 1953. 


There are no dues, no committees, no long-winded reports. | 


No special schooling is required. In parts of Louisiana some rural | 
parishes have many clubs in which 11 of the 12 adults can neither 
read nor write. The one literate person reads: the others listen, 
then talk—and remember! 

So, a Bible discussion club is nothing but a small group of
